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Agency Summary & Statutory Authority
Psychiatric Hospitalization is organized into four budgeted programs: Community Hospitalization, State Hospital South (SHS), State Hospital North (SHN), and State Hospital 
West (SHW).  All the state hospitals provide short and long-term 24-hour residential care and treatment for persons who are not able to remain safely in the community setting.
